scribed the aspirations of a man of 


type—a quantity of matter every 
week equal to two ordinary-sized oc- 
tavo volumes. The Church Times, 
the organ of the Ritualists, has just 
issued its one-thousandth number, 
and it also has grown from an eight- 
page to a twenty-four page weekly pa- 
per; and with that issue the editor 
stated that the circulation was larger 
than it had ever been before. The 
Evangelicals have been driven to 
this advancing action to keep pace 
with the two formidable rivals. The 
opinion prevails that the Evangelicals 
are largely in the minority in the 
English Church, and proportionately 
inactive in most of their agencies. 
They have the most practical and 
spiritnal preaching. A new class of 
agents in the church is coming to the 
trout — a body of workers known as 
‘lay helpers.” It is considesed that 
even they should have some prestige 
of special preparation, so arrange- 
ments have been made to utilize Keble 
College, Oxford, during the summer 
vacation, to give these laymen a 
course of training as readers. The 
committee of the Association of Lay 
Readers were desirous of alternating 
between Oxford and Cambridge in 
obtaining this instruction, but they 
have failed to secure the use of a 
Cambridge college. The provost of 
Worcester College has promised to 
give the instruction this year, which 
is to be limited to one month, from 
July 1 to July 29. The charge to 
the readers will be about $6 per week, 
to include ail expenses except wash- 
ing. 

The Evangelical Bishop of Liver- 
pool, Dr. Ryle, preached his first ser- 
mon as Bishop, in the Chapel Royal, 
Whitehall, at the end of March. His 
text was, ‘* Stand ye in the ways and 
see, and ask for the old paths, where 
is the good way, and walk therein, 
aud ye shall find rest for your souls.” 
The sermon was principally aimed 
against the hurry and bustle and rest- 
lessness of the age in which we all 
live in this latter half of this nine- 
teenth century, and the absolute ne- 
cessity for each one of us of quiet 
times for thought and reflection. The 
sermon was full of fire and earnest- 
ness, and one could have heard a pin 
drop, so marked was the attention of 
all present. The hymn commencing 
‘* A few more years shall roll,” was 
most effectively sung by the whole 
congregation. 

The prevailing desire for change 
has reached City Road Chapel, Lon- 
don, where congregational singiug 
has been of the most exemplary kind 
for over one hundred years. There 
are Methodists in all parts of the 
world who have worshiped in that 
time-honored sanctuary, and who re- 
member the earnest singing there as 
one of its greatest attractions. After 
Bishop McTyeire, of Nashville, had 
preached in Mr. Wesley’s pulpit, he 
walked some distance with the writer, 
and he remarked that the earnest en- 
thusiasm manifested in the singing 
by the vast congregation he preached 
to, would remain with him as one of 
the most pleasant memories of his 
Philip Phillips and 
Dr. J. H. Vincent met one day in 


ministerial life. 


The writer was 
seated between the two Americans, 
who had been delighted by the sing- 
ing of the congregation. Mr. Phil- 
lips observed that he thought he had 
never heard any Methodist singing 
to surpass it for unity, harmony, and 
impressiveness, and he added, in an 
undertone to Dr. Vincent during the 
service, how he should like to hear 
the congregation in Wesley’s own 
chapel sing Charles Wesley’s popular 
hymn, ‘‘ Jesus, lover of my soul.” 
Before half an hour hac passed, that 
hymn was sung, and in a manner

which elicited just one observation — 
‘¢ Perfection.” The gratification of 
both those American brethren was 
complete. Any mechanical instru- 
ment would have marred the beauty 
of that psalmedy.

Con- 
verts down among the lower grades 
are numerous, and they are carefully 
gathered into existing churches as 
rapidly as possible. Mr. Sankey 
was prostrate during February by 
illness. On his recovery, at his first 
return service, he sang ‘‘ The Ninety 
and Nine,” with sweetness and ef- 
fectiveness. It was on leaving Glas- 
gow eight years ago that Mr. Sankey 
first found this touching song in the 
corner of a religious newspaper, and 
he sang it, we believe, the same day, 
though it was not then set to music, 
in Edinburgh. He had not before 
given it in Glasgow. A warm and 
earnest has been given 
them to spend one year in London 
among the churches.

Perhaps the Swiss soldier’s re- 
ply may explain certain movements and 
changes going on in the various church- 
es of New England — notably the tend- 
ency to loosen and disregard the con- 
nectional bonds of Methodism, and the 
efforts of the Congregational churches 
to draw more closely together.

are of the past, and nothing has as yet 
been proposed as a substitute for them. 
With the modern plan of large districts, 
with the necessary restriction of the 
presiding elder’s work so largely to rou- 
tine administration, it is impossible to 
restore to his visitations much of the 
old connectional, and especially the re- 
ligiously connectional, importance. Yet 
it is important that neighboring socie- 
ties should have such acquaintance and 
religious associations as shall serve to 
keep alive and strong the family tie. 
Our camp-meetings used more than 
now to assist in this good work; but it 
is to be feared that these are less fully 
attended than formerly, and the changed 
mode of life at camp-meetings has en- 
feebled their social and connectional 
usefulness. While we have been thus 
losing in these appliances of social re- 
ligious power, our Congregational 

neighbors have been developing connec- 
tional bonds of their own. By means 
of ‘‘fellowship meetings,” in which six 
or eight churches come together for a 
day of united religious service, they are 
at once strengthening their denomina- 
tional bonds and cultivating the sociai 
religious element among them. 

While our neighbors think it wise to 
hold the meeting of their Board of Mis- 
sions — their only semblance of a great 
connectional body —in widely different 
cities from year to year, it has been 
gravely proposed to permanently locate 
our Annual Conference in one city, for- 
getful of the importance of this body as 

representing and teaching the unity of 
the church. 

Strange as it may seem, our denomi- 
national zeal— call it sectarianism, if 
you will —for building up and sustain- 
ing our own churches, will not compare 
favorably with our neighbors. In ag- 
gressive work, suchas entering neglected 
fields and seeking to save the low and 
vicious, and in those zealous efforts often 
resulting in sweeping revivals and 
reformations, our fathers were distin. 
guished, and by these they gave charac 

ter to the church. Have their sons 
maintained that character? Whether 
this is so or not, itis to be feared that 
our local societies feel less strongly than 
formerly the ties of kindred binding them 
to their neighbors; that too often mut- 
ual jealousies estrange our churches 
in the same town; that the cry of a feeble 
one in financial distress awakens too lit- 
tle sympathy and calls forth too little 
aid. Itis easy to see from a distance 
that very moderate aid by its three 
wealthy neighbors would long ago have 
completed one of Boston’s struggling 
Methodist enterprises, and given the op- 
portunity for the building up of a strong 
church, to the strengthening of all these 
neighbors. And from a distance it seems 
that the connectional bond of Method- 
ism ought to have effected so much, and 
to have been made stronger thereby. 


In short, the tendency is to think of 
each of our charges as a church — not 
simply as one society in a common 
church. From a somewhat extensive 
observation, I am iuclined to think the 
denominational spirit is more strongly 
marked in our Congregational neighbors 
than among our people. They have 
vastly larger wealth than we in New 
England, as well as great superiority of 
numbers; but these would not account 
for their $15,000 to $20,000 annual mis- 
sionary expenditure in the State of 
Massachusetts, aud their energetic seiz- 
ing of new openings for church exten- 
sion, without an aggressive denomina- 
tional spirit. In our extreme liberality 
we have been saying to our converts, ‘‘It 
makes little difference what church you 
join; only join some one.” And Meth- 
odist parents often seem more than 
willing to have their chil.iren join other 
communions. I know of no other peo- 
ple who are quite so liberal as that; 
and, moreover, such liberality scarcely 
seems commendable or self-respectful. 
A church which does not believe in it- 
self not only does not deserve to live, 
but has no chance of life. 

Moreover, the very reasons for sep- 
arate church organization are to be found 
in denominational peculiarities rather 
than in differences as to the funda- 
mentals of Christianity. If these are 
not worth preserving and using, then 
the reasons for separate denominational 
existence have largely passed away. If 
they are worth preserving, then the 
toning down of our denominational in- 
dividuality and the suppression of our 
distinctive characteristics are not espe- 
ciaily commendable. 





— We are requested to say that the Chil- 
dren’s Day circulars for 1882 have now been 
mailed from the office of the Board of Educa~ 
tion to all pastors in the New England Confer- 
ences, according to the addresses furnished in 
the printed Minutes.

All who have failed for any 
cause to receive them prior to reading this no- 
tice, are requested to notify Rev. D. P. Kidder, 
corresponding secretary, at 805 Broadway, 
New York. The secretary has had his own 
doubts as to whether, in all the circumstances, 
it would or would not have been better to have 
sent all the circulars at an earlier date accord- 
ing tothe Minutes of 1881. He therefore in- 
vites suggestions from the brethren in the sev- 
eral Conferences as to what may be the better 
plan for another year.

THE MODEL CHRISTIAN.

Webster defines a Christian to be 
‘¢ one whose inward and outward life is 
conformed to the doctrines of Christ.” 
He, therefore, who in the most complete 
and comprehensive manner exemplifies 
these doctrines in his life, is a model 
Christian. The stars differ in glory, 
and so do men and women. There are 
stars of different magnitudes, and 
there are Christians of very differing 
magnitudes. While all may possess a 
eertain completeness, all are not models 
such as we would wish to pattern after. 
There have those who were as 
gentle and loving as was Saint John, as 
heroic and zealous as was Saint Paul, 
as devout as was Baxter, as unwaver- 
ing as was John Knox, and yet they 
were not models in Christian life and 
endeavor. Mere goodness, or heroism,

or piety, or loyalty, does not necessarily 
make one a model Christian; it is, 
rather, the combination of these which 
makes one a many-sided, completely- 
rounded, and thoroughly-equipped man 
or woman in Christ Jesus. 

Sometimes you find a Christian who 
seems to be, und is, animated by an in- 
exhaustible love revealing itself in a 
thousand different ways throughout a 
long life; and it is said of that person, 
** What a beautiful Christian charac- 
ter!” It is truly beautiful in all that is 
thus presented in such a life; but 
yet it not a model because 
some of the necessary qualities of the 
Christian character not manifest 
themselves in this life. Sometimes you 
see a person who is very devout and 
vealous in many things—one whoisa 
pattern to allin certain lines of Chris- 
tian life and activity; and when that 
person is called to fold his tent and lie 
down to his long repose, it is said, 
** What a noble and Christ-like life!” It 
was such, in a high and an important 
sense; nevertheless, he was far from be- 
ing a model Christian in much that 
must, in the nature of things, constitute 
such a character. Sometimes by that

He acts upon John Wesley’s prin- 
ciple: ‘‘I get all can; I keepalll can; 

I give all I can.” 

3. The model Christian is self-deny- 
ing. In this life and world in which he 
is placed there are many things which 
he as an individual might greatly enjoy 
without present or ultimate ill to him- 
self; but as an intelligent Christian, 
seeing that the indulgence of these 
things will abridge his usefulness and 
prove a hindrance and occasion of 
wrong to others, he cheerfully and 
promptly denies himself their use. 
Though pure and innocent to him, if by 
his use of them those around him shall 
become weak, shall stumble and give 
offense, he is careful not to ‘* please 
himself,’ but by self-denial to ‘ bear 
tne infirmities of the weak.” Whatever 
may be his judgment as to his personal 
use of wine, beer, or cider, if he sees 
that his example may result in black- 
ening the characters and in damning the 
souls of his fellows, no place shall be 
found for them in his home, no drop 
shall ever pass his lips. This principle 
of self-denial makes all who adopt it 
tétal abstainers from all that can intox- 
icate. The model Christian not only 
believes iv this principle, but cheerfully 
obeys its divine behests. 

But this principle of self-denial leads 
out, also, ina very different direction — 
him who lives in its clear and 
healthful sunshine to make a wise use 
of the material riches placed at his dis-

known as entire sanctification, certain

1. The model Christian must possess 
that intelligence which, in some ade- 
quate measure, will enable him to un- 
derstand what God would have him be 
and do in the world. If one to bea 
model orator, he must not only possess 
grace of manner and all that constitutes 
eloquence of utterance, but he must 
possess that intelligence which wil! en- 
able him to treat in an intelligent and 
adequate manner the theme he dis- 
If one is to be a model states- 
man, he must of necessity be so thor- 
oughly conversant with the times in 
which he lives, and with the great ques- 
tions of statesmanship ever pressing for 
solution, as to be able to deal with them

So, if one is to be a model Christian, he 
must possess that adequacy of intelli- 
gence by which he shall apprehend in 
some necessary measure what God 
would have him be and do in the world.

think. They are furnished without cost. 
For the past three years the churches 
in the New England Southern Confer- 
ence, on account of extensive removals 
and clearing of the records, show a de- 
cline in totals of membership. At pres- 
ent there seems to be an advance move- 
ment, and we hope the enthysiasm 
shown at our late Conference on the 
line of home missions will result in an 
advance along the whole line of our ag- 
gressive work. As one brother re- 
marked, ‘‘ We have done good aggres- 
sive work, and we are able to do more 
than simply ‘hold the fort.’” The 
amount raised for Home Missions last 
year was $700; $4,000 could be well 
Jaid out in aggressive work that is now 
pressing its claims upon the Conference ; 
$2,500 is called for for next year, and 
it is hoped that the Parent Missionary 
Society will receive $9,000 or $10,000, 
and the full amount be raised for our 
home work. We have no doubt that 
other benevolences may be brought up 
somewhat under proper manggement. 
If members and probationers would 
pay three cents per week day and tive 
cents on Sunday (or $11.99 total per 
year), it would more than cover all the 
bills. Note the following figures from 
the Providence Conference Minutes for 
1880-1881.

$4,000 needed for the home field of Con- 
ference missionary work. The total for 
the connectional work was $14,016. 
the 22,474 probationers and members 
gave oneand one-fourth cents per week, 
the total would amount to $14,608, or 
$542 more than was raised. Had they 
given one and one-half cents per week, 
it would have amounted to $16,529, and 
$2,515 more than was raised. 

What is there that we receive so 
much from ina merely temporal sense 


that costs us such a mere pittance? 
Our table luxuries, tea and coffee, 
our weekly papers, cost us more. Much 


of the aggregate reported above was 
paid by a few members, and many must 
have paid nothing, for the Minutes give 
from one-fourth to one-third of the 
spaces blank; thus showing for the 
whole church membership on such 
charges only a speaking void, whose 
voice is loud for an advance along these 
unoccupied spaces of dollars and dimes, 
that all may be filled. 





KANSAS METHODISM. 
Kansas, ‘‘ the best-advertised State,” 
and the least understood, has been 
marked, through her whole history, by 


sharp contrasts and seeming contra- 
dictions. She has been under pro- 


slavery constitutions and Free State 
constitutions; subject to terrorism and 
tyranny, yet striking the first effective 
blow to break their power in the nation; 
devoured by locusts and chinch bugs, 
and withered up by droughts, yet often 
bearing off the palm for cereals, fruit 
and stock; overrun by hordes of ig- 
norant outlaws from everywhere, yet 
farther advanced in education and its 
appliances than any State of the same 
age; the whiskey and beer guzzlers’ 
paradise once, but now a prohibitery 
temperance society, by virtue of her 
oryanic and statutory laws. 

To explain and illustrate these con- 
trasts would no doubt both amuse and 
instruct the readers of the HrraLp; 
but this is not the present purpose of 
the writer. I desire simply to call at- 
tention to a few items of interest relat- 
ing to the progress of one branch of the 
Christian Church (Methodist Episcopal)

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lation is removed about one hundred 
miles farther toward the setting sun; 
and our population at the last census 
was just slightly less than 1,000,000. 
While various causes have contributed 
to roll this tide of population over our 
prairies, one of the earlier impulses 
was no doubt given by the ‘ policy” of 
Andrew Johnson. From having only 
one representative in our national coun- 
cily, we are now allotted seven. The 
rate of progress of our schools, low and 
high, State and devominational, bas 
been about in the same ratio. 

Without farther generalizing, I will 
come directly to an examination of a 
few church statistics, to ascertain the 
relative progress and present standing. 
The first column of figures is made up 
from the Minutes of the Kansas Con- 
ference held at Topeka, in March, 1865; 
the second one, from the Minutes of the 
Conferences held in March, 1882; and 
the third one gives the per cent. of in- 
crease.

The item of ministerial support is 


not exact (as I have vot at hand the 
statistics of the South and Southwest 
Conferences), but a near approxima- 
tion. 
As will be observed, the lowest rate 
of increase is in the districts, which 
is 200.25 per cent.; this is explained by 
the fact that the presiding elders are 
carrying much heavier work than their 
predecessors in the early days. The in- 
creased density of the population and 
facilities for traveling enable them to 
do this. The greatest rate of advance- 
ment has been in the number of par- 
sonages — 1,200.84 per cent. The abso- 
lute necessity of the preachers’ families 
has served to secure earnest work on 
this line. In the items of valuation and 
the figures, of course, 
come very far short of representing the 
real increase; just as one dollar at the 
present time will go about as far to- 
wards building a church, or supporting 
a family, as two dollars would in 1865. 
Our work here in this State is now 
thrown, into four divisions, called Kan-

sas, South Kansas, Southwest Kansas 
and Northwest Kansas Conferences 


The two southern Conferences embrace 
a trifle more than half of the State, and 
are divided by a line that commences at 
the southeast corner of Cowley County, 
running north to the southern line 
of Chase County, which it follows 
to its southwest corner, and trom 
there north to the line of the Kan- 
sas Conference in Morris County. The 
two northern Conferences embrace 
something less than half of the State, and 
are divideg by the VIth principal me- 
ridian — a ¥ine that follows substantially 
the west boundary of Dickinson, Clay 
and Washington Counties. 

To lessen the distance of the preach- 
ers in reaching the Conference sessions, 
and open places of sufficient size and 
ability to entertain them, these divisions 
seemed necessary. We may iose in cor- 
porate influence, but will gain in con- 
venience. Our educational lines will 
still focalize at Baker University; and 
Methodist love and State pride wiil still 
keep us in lhonds that imaginary lines 
will not sever. Let us as preachers and 
people be wholiy consecrated to God

| that the Methodist Church has many so- 
lcieties and organizations under its di-

We have, it is true, one grand Mission. | 
ary Society reaching to all parts of the 
country, and the Foreign Missionary 
Society doing noble work in heathen 
lands. We huve the Ladies’ and Pas- 
tor’s Union doing its work in all church- 
es where it has been organized, and it 
may appear that we need nothing far- 
ther; yet upon reflection little provis- 
ion has been made for the great and 
pressing work which lies wittin our 
own borders, and there is great danger 
that in our anxiety to preach the Gos- 
pel to the heathen, we may fail to begin 
at Jerusalem. 

Hundreds and thousands in the South 
and great West, including especially the 
degraded Territory of Utah, are living 
without the Gospel or the light of civ- 
ilization which comes from the Gospel. 
It is those ignorant women in the South 
and West, both black and white, and 
the foreigners who are coming within 
our borders from all lands, that this So- 
ciety designs to reach and save from 
darkness and sin. We desire to save 
the nation, so that the nation may save 
the world. We wish to reach and bless 
ignorant, degraded womanhood in this 
land which God has given us, and to es- 
tablish agencies by which in after days 
they may go out and bless all the ends 
of the earth. We design to help the 
women and children who are almost in 
heathen darkness in this our beloved 
country. 

Standing as we do between the East 
and the West, having gates open to the 
millions of Europe and the swarms from 
Asia, we need to be careful that the 
tide sweeping in upon us shall not over- 
whelm us with its impurity and irrelig- 
ion. We realize that the home is the 
all-powerful influence in social life. We 
propose to direct our special attention 
to this department of work, and with 
the wives and children under the influ- 
ence of the Gospel we know the future 
will be secure. 

We are glad to report that our work 
is meeting with very great encourage- 
ment. It has been most warmly en- 
dorsed by several of our Bishops and 
leading ministers, and wherever meet- 
ings have been held the churches have 
been most kind and responsive. We 
have been favored with a delegation 
from the Parent Society in Cincinnati, 
Ohio, consisting of Mrs. John Davis, 
first vice-president, Mrs. Prof. Williams, 
and Mrs. Dr. Rust, corresponding sec- 
retary. 

They gave us just the opportunity 
needed to present to the ladies of our 
churches the home missionary work. 
The meetings were well attended, being 
held in Boston, Chelsea, Lynn, Lowell, 
Worcester, and Springtield. Union ser- 
vices were appointed in Lowell, Wor- 
cester and Springfleld. Though our 
success may seem small compared with 
the results we wish to attain, yet we 
have secured two hundred and twenty- 
six names, looking furward to auxil- 
iaries, five having been already formed. 
Personal effurt in Malden made five life 
members, and one has been added from 
Lynn. During the autumn we recom- 
mended Miss James as a missionary, 
and promised to aid in her support. 
She is located at Atlanta, Ga., and we 
have received a very interesting letter 
from her. We have looked to God for 
guidance, and have been blessed in all our 
work. We only wish we might interest 
some one of you. There may be those 
present who have been praying that God 
would open up to them avenues where- 
by they might do work for the Master. 
Will you not accept this as the answer 
to prayer, and come over and help us? 
The tield is broad, and there is need of 
earnest hearts and praying women. 
Dear ones, let us work while the day 
lasts, that of each of us it may be said,

Our Book Fable. 


Tne Truk Story or JoHn SMYTH, 
| THK SE-Baprtist, by Henry Martyn Dex- 
bone soston: Lee & Shepard. — Stiff 
| paper covers, 1 quarto, 106 pp. One 
wonders at the indefatigable painstaking 
and breadth of research requisite for 
the production of this inquiry. The re- 
sult, although placing a curious anti- 
| quarian question beyond dispute, seems 
| too small for the time, labor and expense 
; to secure it. The quaintest thing about 
the book is the illustration of John 
Smyth’s baptism administered by him- 
self. This fact is placed beyond doubt. 
The character of the administrator adds 
little to the dignity of the form in which 
baptism was administered. Dipping is 
shown to have been a new mode of bap- 
tism in England about 1641, and certain 
Baptist records, considered heretofore 
of some moment, preserved in the Bap- 
tist Church of Epworth, Crowle and 
Butterwick (Eng.), are shown to be 
utterly unreliable. As a remarkable 
effort to ferret out an antiquarian inci- 
dent, deriving its importance from its 
connection with a protracted doctrinal 
discussion, this volume deserves great 
praise. 


NOTABLE THOUGHTS ABOUT WomeEN, 
by Maturin M. Ballou. Boston: Hough- 
ton, Mifflin & Co. 12mo, 408 pp. This 
volume is the publication of a well-kept 
scrap-book, with one class of subjects.

There must be some equitable ad- 
justment. The individual member, 
if of cool judgment and a well-bal- 
anced righteousness, knowing how 
much, in all, he can give to the va- 
rious plans in operation for the 
world’s evangelization and elevation, 
apportions his appropriations to the 
best of his understanding. ‘The great 
body of the membership, however, 
give simply as their sensibilities hap- 
pen to be aroused by the advocates of 
any cause, without any relation to 
others. 

Ilere is the great missionary en- 
terprise which belts the globe. Hun- 
dreds of chapels and of schools, and 
thousands of missionaries and help- 
ers are already in the field and must 
be sustained. Now comes the ladies’ 
society, sending women into hospitals, 
into homes, into schools, and as Bi- 
ble readers. They cannot work 
apart. One must not grow at the 
expense of the other. They must 
hold just proportions in the sympathies 
and gifts of the church. Any large 
addition to the resources of one soci- 
ety at the expense of the other would 
be perilous. There must be such 
unity of action that every department 
in this broad and appealing field will 
receive its due proportion of support 
and consideration.

Editorial Ztems. 


A sad event gave a peculiar solemnity 
to the early days of the session of the 
General Conference of the Methodist 
Church, South. Dr.Thomas O. Summers, 
who has been, at every General Confer- 
ence except the first, its secretary, and 
was assistant secretary at that, was 
elected by acclamation and a rising vote 
to the office this year. He has been in 
feeble health for some time, but with 
wonderful courage and resolution has 
borne the heavy burden of his many 
responsibie duties. He fainted at his 
post on the second day, and was 
carried to his home to die. This sad 
event occurred on Saturday morning of 
the first week (May 6). Dr. Thomas 
Osmond Summers was born in Dorset- 
shire, England, in 1512, so that he has 
just reached his threescore and ten 
years. He was happily and powerfully 
converted to God under Wesleyan 
preaching in early life. Emigrating to 
this country, he joined the Baltimore 
Conference in 1835, and was ordained 
deacon by Bishop Hedding in 1837, and 
elder by Bishop Andrew in 1839. He 
entered with great zeal upon his pastoral 
work. He was transferred in 1839 tothe 
Texas Conference, laboring as a mission- 
ary in planting the earliest Methodist 
churches in that State. Afterwards he 
was transferred to the Alabama Confer- 
ence, and has held his connection with it 
to the iast. He was a leader in the 
establishment of the Church South, 
and was always very pronounced in his 
opposition to the anti-slavery opinions 
of the Northern brethren. He became 
the editor of the official paper, of the 
Quarterly, and of their book establish- 
ment. He afterwards became Dean of 
the Theological Department of Vander- 
bilt University and professor of system- 
atic theology. He has written a com- 
mentary upon the Acts, the Ritual of 
the Church South, and quite a library 
of volumes for the Sunday-school, and 
general catalogue of books published 
by the Southern Book Concern. Dr. 
Summers belonged emphatically to the 
church militant. He was always ready 
to contend earnestly for the faith re- 
ceived from the fathers, and for his 
accepted theological, moral and religious 
opinions. He was a pronognced Wes- 
leyan, and quick in his appreNeusion and 
determined in his denunciation of any 
divergence from what he believed to be 
thetruth. But he was a hearty believer, 
an earnest Christian, a faithful and able 
preacher. He fully finished his course 
and kept the faith, and was amply ready 
for the somewhat abrupt call to his 
eternal reward. 
So eee : 

Another cloud rests over the beauti- 
ful palace, at Chatsworth, of the Duke 
of Devonshire. The noble entrance 
hall bears a Latin inscription that its 
completion occurred in a ‘‘ year of sor- 
row ” —the year of the greatly-lament- 
ed death of the accomplished and _ be- 
loved Duchess. Last week the funeral 
services of Lord Frederick Cavendish — 
the second son — late chief secretary in 
Ireland, the victim of an assassin’s 
blow, was held in the venerable church, 
not far distant from the regal hall, 
whose walls are covered with family 
memorials for many ages. It is said 
that 5,000 tenants of the Duke, among 
them probably delegations from his im- 
mense estates in Ireland, were present 
at the funeral. The Prince of Wales 
and the Duke of Edinburgh were there 
as representatives of the Queen, bear- 
ing a wreath from her hand for the 
coflin. Gladstone and other members 
of the Cabinet were present. The Mar- 
quis of Aartington, the eldest son, is a 
member of the government. It is pa- 
thetic enough to read that the venerable 
Duke, now more than three-score years 
and ten, walked alone behind the coffin. 
Death and sorrow are no respecters of 
persons. We well recollect that prince- 
ly palace, with its regal halls, its 80,000 
acres of land stretching out in varied 
scenes of rural loveliness; but the suc- 
cessive owners all find at last very nar- 
row resting-places, and leave their 
earthly glories all behind them. It was 
an unhappy hand for [Ireland that held 
the bloody knife, and cut off this excel- 
lent young Lord from the land of the 
living. He was a pronounced friend of 
reform, and his last act was the consid- 
eration of a new and more generous 
policy with the Irish people. His mur- 
derers have not yet been certainly 
found, although many suspected per- 
sons have been arrested. 
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Rev. I. W. Joyce, pastor of St. Paul’s 
Church, Cincinnati, in which Brother 
Harrison, the evangelist, labored from 
Jan. 11 to April 17, and where so many 
were happily converted, has prepared 
and published an interesting account of 
the progress and results of the work. 
The revival interest commenced imme- 
diately upon the opening of the meet- 
ings, the house being crowded from 
the first night; on the third night ten 
persons arose for prayers and three 
professed conversion. Every night 
thereafter conversions occurred. The 
highest number in any one evening was 
thirty-six. Everything conspired to 
aid in the work. There was a deep and 
general feeling of the need of it. Bishop 
Wiley, Dr. Rust and son, Dr. Hoyt, 
avd the Methodist ministers of the city 
generally, heartily co-operated from the 
first. The newspapers of the city gave 
powerful aid by their continued and full 
reports. Hundreds came in from the 
surrounding country, some from a great 
distance, and were converted; 1,373
